SCHOOL REPORT. 


In submitting the annual report of our schools for con- 
sideration, we feel assured that the interest developed and 
progress made the past year, in some, if not all of them, has 
been very satisfactory. 

‘There have been three terms in Nos. 1, 2, 4, 5 and a 
winter term in No 3; and as far as our funds would allow us 
to do, we have endeavored to employ good teachers, know- 
ing that a few weeks is much more beneficial for the scholars 
than many weeks with a poor teacher. 

Although physiology has not been taken as a study by 
a large per cent. of our pupils, it has been taught orally to 
all of them, by some of our teachers, and thus those who are 
too young to study it, receive instruction. 

Text books have been purchased the past year at a cost 
of $23.32. 

Two sets of Historical Charts and two Globes have also 
been purchased, which prove very helpful and instructive to 
teachers and pupils. 

In closing we would suggest that all parents avail them- 
selves of the opportunity to send their children to school,even 
more weeks than is required by law, that in after years they 
may not regret of having deprived their children of the edu- 
cation that justly belonged to them.
